SECTION 1. Section three hundred five point four (305.4), Code 1966, is
hereby amended by inserting in line eight (8) after the word ‘“interest.”
the following new sentence:

“For the purpose of preserving well drilling samples, rock cores, fossils,
and such other materials as may be necessary to carry on such investiga-
tions, the state geologist shall have the authority to lease or rent sufficient

space for storage of such materials subject to the approval of the executive
council.”
